And ha is near trying to use 
this to breath somo limitation of life into his cadaver* 

I tel 1 yourtuese things for a variety of purposes* for tbej* do create 
unpleasant problems t^st will have to be coped with. To the degree that I can 
1 do propose coping with them regardless of vmst it means or what it does to 
anyone* I simply will not allow this to be blown by anyone* no matter how he 
seeks to deceive himself into consider wrongdoing as some thing else. 1 have 
been fairly explicit with this to Bud and 1 have j£een as pointed as one can be

Ihis young man is supposed to have la en going 
over them for some months* but Bud has kept him busy oh an assortment of other 
choree* the most recent b^ ng the writing of a new introduction sod opening 
chapter of an unrelated book Bud wrote aeveralTyears ago end for which na now 
has a publisher.) Aside from informing you* so you can be alert to wuat I ought 
to know^and sc that you will* please* inform me of anything I should, I also 
want to ask you to keep me informed of anything you hear about what Flammonde 
or the members of Bud’s committee are doing and saying about this* so that any 
harm might be frustrated* Flsmmonde* £ believe* presents an immediate jeopardy* 

I am anxious to know anything you may hear about his writing* publisher* etc.
